For many years we have tried, per¬ 
haps gropingly, lo serve the Theosophi- 
cal movement so dear to our hearts. We 
have attempted, perhaps feebly, to serve 
Those who gave us the priceless wisdom 
which has illumined our lives, and 
doubtless most of us have been con¬ 
scious of the same regret that we could 
do so little for Them. But through 
these years, and unknown to us. Great 
Purposes were being formed, and a 
vision splendid was being made ready to 
be revealed to us by our great Leader, 
Dr. Hesant, in her announcement regard¬ 
ing the Happy Valley Foundation 
through* our various Theosophical jour¬ 
nals. 

There appears as part of this leaf¬ 
let a letter by Dr. Rcsant to those mem¬ 
bers who respomled to her first call for 
help. Will you not read it and re-read 
it ? It would be indeed presumptuous to 
try to add anything to what she says. 
In yet another article written by her, 
there appears this inspiring statement: 


"The scheme was sketched by myself 
in the Server , and I stated frankly that 
I was acting on the wish of my Master 
in buying a large amount of additional 
land, on which could be raised a model 
in miniature of the Coming Civiliza¬ 
tion. for the helping and training of the 
new human type, the sixth sub-race, now 
multiplying in California. The Chohan 
Maurya is the Manu of the Great 
Mother Race that will spring from this, 
the sixth race of our humanity. The 
Happy Valle>' is dedicated to that work, 
protected and guided by that Manu, the 
mmrer of the whole undertaking.” 

Friends, the first appeal to meet the 
first payment on the Happy Valley 
lands, has been nobly met. but there re¬ 
main the annual payments through a 
period of years, which must be met—the 
taxes and expenses, besides money 
needed for improvement. The actual be¬ 
ginning of that "splendid work of cre¬ 
ating the cradle for the new sub-race.” 

Our leader has therefore deemed it 
necessary that a world-wide organization 
be formed to make certain that a steady 
income is available every year for the 
Happy Valley Foundation, and in an¬ 
swer to this necessity the Happy Valley 
Association has been formed. 

This association seeks a large and de¬ 
voted membership, whose annual contri¬ 
butions should furnish the means to as- 


sure the payments that must be made on 
the land and for the steady work nec¬ 
essary to develop the Happy Valley pro¬ 
ject under Dr. Bcsant's leadership. 

In reference to dues, each member 
will of course specify what he wishes to 
pay. There will be dues ranging from 
$1.00 to $5.00 annually, to take care of 
the less well-to-do. Dr. Besant values 
very highly the small contributor who 
gives with love and devotion; and then 
there will be memberships in multiples 
of $5.00 to $25.00 per year. At the 
suggestion of Dr. Besant we are having 
Life Memberships of $1,000.00 each, 
payable in ten annual installments, and 
a Founding Membership of $5,000.00 
each, also payable in installments. The 
Founding and Life Memberships will be 
invested and the income will remain as 
a steady support for the Happy Valley 
Foundation. 

The membership year of the Associa¬ 
tion will begin October 1st, 1927, and 
payments of subscriptions may be made 
in accordance with the convenience of 
the members after they have elected the 
sum which they will annually place at 
the disposal of the Happy Valley’ 
Association. 

A slip accompanies this leaflet for the 
convenience of outlining the sub¬ 
scriptions, and when you have filled this 
in. you may hand it to the local represen 


Utivc of the Happy Valley Association, 
whoever he may be. 

So my friends, here is our opportun¬ 
ity. When Dr. Besant returns to Amer¬ 
ica, shall we not have the happiness of 
presenting to her an established organi¬ 
zation and a large membership, guaran¬ 
teeing a sure income for the Master s 
work? 

She says, “Those who have started 
the work so successfully by their own 
generous gifts will form groups to help 
state representatives in the heavy t?sk of 
collecting the big sura necessary to pre¬ 
pare the land they have secured to be a 
fitting Ciadle for the infant sub-race.** 

Remember also her statement: “We 
work under Master Builders, who plan 
wisely, before they execute with 
strength, and adorn with beautyand 
also, “It is a splendid task and we are 
all sharers in the work and in the suc¬ 
cess which will crown our labors. While 
I am away in other lands. I shall eagerly 
watch and help in the building of the 
new Home, and when I return next 
year, I hope to see great progress and 
many changes; for the blessing of the 
Holy Ones will make us strong as They 
watch the preparations to give fitting 
reception to the great souls, whom They 
will send to the Ojai Valley, to shape 
and fashion the civilization of the New 
Age.”

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TO THE MEMBERS WHO 
RESPONDED TO MY REQUEST 


Dear Co-Worker*: 

I am exceedingly grateful to you for 
your generous response to my appeal to 
you to help me in buying the large tract 
of land in the Ojai Valley, needed for 
the Great Work. 

I am enclosing to you a list of donors 
to the Happy Valley Foundation Fund; 
if any of you find your name omitted 
or any other error in the text, will you 
kindly notify me, directing your letter 
addressed: Dr. Annie Besant, care of 
Mr. George Hall. Krotona. Ojai, Cali¬ 
fornia. 

As you glance over the list, you will 
see that the donations run from one 
dollar upwards. The small sums often 
mean a greater sacrifice to the giver 
than do the larger ones. The gifts are 
small or great, in the eyes of Those we 
senre according to the love and the sac¬ 
rifice which they embody. One thing 
they all have in common: the joy with 
which they are sent. The letters breathe 
such pleasure in the privilege of helping 
the splendid work of creating a cradle 
for the new sub-race, that they were as 
delightful to read as they must have been 
to write. 


We have made the cash payment on 
the land as required, the sum of $40,000. 
Wc have also paid sums due on three 
plots of land—80. 70. and 15 acres 
respectively—and have paid for and are 
completing a partly-built little house, 
erected on the land. 

The main avenues and roads have 
been fixed, and trees are to be purchased, 
and planted along these—the beginning 
of making habitable the land with its 
public buildings. At a meeting last 
week of the organizing committee, Mr. 
I.ouis Zalk of 300 Fast Michigan Street, 
Duluth, Minnesota was appointed to 
earn- on the collection of funds; well 
known persons have been selected in 
most of the States of the Republic to 
circulate information and collect the large 
sum necessary for establishing the 
Happy Valley Foundation; and I am 
sure that those who have started the 
work so successfully by their own gen¬ 
erous gifts will form groups to help the 
State Representatives in the heavy task 
of collecting the big sum necessary to 
prepare the land they have secured to 
be a fitting cradle for the infant sub-race. 
Much has to be done before any inhab¬ 
itants can settle in the Happy Valley, 
and we must build the foundations 
strongly and wisely before we can wel¬ 
come any settlers. A work which has to 
endure for centuries cannot be hurried 


in its early stages; we work under 
Master-Builders, who plan wisely, be¬ 
fore they execute with strength, and 
adorn with beauty. 

So. brothers mine, let each of us do 
his part in the work to which we are 
called, and let each take his share in the 
common duty of preparing worthily the 
Home for the new men and women who 
shall dwell therein. It is a splendid task, 
and we are all sharers in the work and 
in the success which will crown our 
labors. While I am away in other lands, 
I shall eagerly watch and help in the 
building of the new Home, and when I 
return next year. I hope to see great 
progress and many changes; for the 
Blessing of the Holy Ones will make us 
strong as they watch the preparations 
to give fitting reception to the great 
souls whom They wdll send to the Ojai 
Valiev, to shape and fashion the civiliz¬ 
ation of the New Age.
